SPRINGFIELD TP— Orville E 
Hodge denied today that he ever 
gave money to St. Louis area hood­ 
lums or had any dealings with 
them.

Since the state rabies prevention 
law In Saline county went into ef­ 
fect March 15, the fee has been 
$1.90, 
higher 
than 
in previous 
years, with $1.50 going to the vet­ 
erinarian doing the vaccinating 
and $1 to the county.

She show­ 
ed figures showing that up to 1,800 
dogs had been vaccinated in the 
past in Saline county, but that tho 
number had fallen far short since 
the price increased for vaccina­ 
tions.

Ike's Health 


Editorial — BY BRUCE BIOSSAT 
The authoritative word on Pres­ 
ident 
Eisenhower’s 
decision to 
stay in the 1956 race came in such 
a way as to indicate his clear in­ 
tention to avoid making it a big 
thing. 
Instead of a dramatic personal 
announcement like he made last 
February, five months after his 
heart 
attack, an indirect 
statu* 
ment through Sen. William Know- 
land, COP Senate minority leader, 
was the President’s 
device this 
time. 
This fits a pattern that has pre­ 
vailed almost from the onset of 
his 
second 
illness: 
the official 
treatment of this period as one 
of normal convalescence from a 
major operation which led to no 
complications. 
As part of this pattern, it should 
be noted that Mr. Eisenhower did 
not this time delay his decision 
until after he had tested himself 
vigorously with a reasonbly full 
load of work and play. A month 
after his operation, he is still on 
a limited work schedule at Get­ 
tysburg. 


Evidently 
the President 
has 
been convinced by his doctors and 
by his own feelings of well-being 
during 
the 
recovery 
interlude 
that no such testing and no ex­ 
haustive soul-searching is neces­ 
sary on this occasion. 
Some have felt that the doctors 
and certain members of the Presi­ 
dent’s staff were treating his ill­ 
ness too casually in the convales­ 
cence period. 
They argued that 
his 
affliction — ileitis — was a 
grave matter that recurred more 
often 
than not 
and thus 
could 
mean future trouble. 
Medical testimony made it plain 
there was disagreement on these 
points. And in any event, it was 
noted, the severity of the illness, 
the degree of recovery and the 
prospects of recurrence are quite 
individual matters on which it ii 
not wise to generalize—especially 
at a distance from the patient. 
The President’s decision to keep 
on running and to treat his cur­ 
rent illness more or less routine­ 
ly 
may well be questioned by 
some. 
But it will quite properly 
be tested at the polls this Novem­ 
ber. 


The people will have to decide 
for themselves whether the Presi­ 
dent 
seems fit for the exacting 
duties 
of another 
White House 
term. 
They have four months to 
watch him in action. 
All the evidences at hand thu» 
far indicate not only 
the major­ 
ity's approval of his stewardship 
but a popular willingness to ac­ 
cept his own judgments of 
his 
physical capacity to do the job. 
There is no sign yet that any 
sizable segment of the voting pub­ 
lic credits the image some would 
draw of Mr. Eisenhower as an 
“amiable tool’’ of self-sering poli­ 
ticians. 
The 
reactions 
suggest 
people think he has a mind and 
will of his own and is quite cap­ 
able of exercising them independ­ 
ently of pressure. 
Undoubtedly the fact of two ser­ 
ious illnesses in a man of 85 will 
influence more voters than would 
a single affliction. Yet there ap­ 
pears to be a strong disposition 
for people to believe that the risk 
in Mr. Eisenhower’s case is very 
little if any greater than it would 
be with any other man his age.

Thinking 
It Over

Drabness is depressing to the 
mind and spirit. When we walk 
{into a drab room we get an im­ 
pression of darkness and a feel- 
! ing that the place may be dirty. 
Actually this first impression is 
often unjustified. 
Frequently when we look around 
I we are surprised to find that the 
room is clean, the paint unsoiled, 
the color attractive, the lighting 
moderate. 
What caus es the oppressive in­ 
fluence? It is the combination of 
colors, lighting, and many of the 
other 
factors. 
Each, 
in itself, 
would be uplifting if it were com­ 
bined differently. The room would 
lose its physical drabness if it were 
filled with smiling, happy people. 
Many men. and women are drab 
and uninteresting because they do 
not combine their interests and 
their activities in a way to uplift 
their spirits and the spirits of their 
friends. 
Sometimes we look at ourselves 
and think we are “good” people. 
Goodness in itself is not enough. 
It too can be drab and uninterest­ 
ing. 
It is better to be good than 
to be bad or evil or sinful, but 
mere goodness lacks the combina­ 
tion of human and spiritual fac­ 
tors to be of service to mankind. 
Goodness is transformed by the 
presence of God and His smiling, 
vitally alive children. The spirit 
of love, friendship, brotherhood, 
service, and sharing, transforms 
drab people into folk who are in­ 
teresting and inspiring.

CHURCH LEADERS BLOCKED 


Congressman Judd, 
Minnesota 
Republican, is an ex-missionary 
who spent some years in China. 
Yet he has blocked the proposal 
sponsored by leading churches for 
the distribution of our 
surplus 
food. 
What church leaders hoped to do 
was pool the world’s surplus food 
in a United Nations food bank and 
permit needy nations to draw on 
i t 
But their plan was opposed 
by the commodities 
speculators 
who gamble on food shortages and 
surpluses and who knew a world 
food bank would tend to stabilize 
food prices, thus cut speculating 
profits. 
The Senate agreed with church 
leaders and passed an amendment 
to the foreign aid bill, authorizing 
the 
Agriculture 
Department to 
contribute its huge surplus to such 
a food bank. But at this point 
Congressman Judd stepped in and 
blocked 
the 
proposal 
behind 
closed doors in a Senate-House 
conference, 
Judd persuaded his 
House colleagues 
to stand firm 
aganst a food bank, thus dead­ 
locked the conference. 
Finally, 
in order to get agreement on the 
foreign aid bill, the Senate con­ 
ferees were forced to abandon the 
church leaders’ proposal.

WASHINGTON - HP - Two of 
the nation’s largest Protestant de­ 
nominations are making a clean 
break with St. Paul’s classic ad­ 
vice to early 
Christians: 
“Let 
your women keep silent in the 
churches.” 
Henceforth women will be able 
to speak—with the full authority 
of ordained ministers—from Meth­ 
odist and Presbyterian pulpits. 
Tile 
Methodist Church, 
which 
previously had granted only limit­ 
ed ministerial licenses to women, 
voted overwhelmingly at its recent 
quadrennial 
General 
Conference 
at Minneapolis, 
Minn., to grant 
full clergy rights to qualified wo­ 
men. 
The Presbyterian Church in the 
U. S. A., so-called northern branch 
of Presbyterianism, approved the 
ordination of women ministers at 
its annual General Assembly 
at 
Philadelphia late in May. The pro­ 
posal had been rejected twice be­ 
fore in 1930 and in 1947. 
Percentage Doubled 
The National Council of Church­ 
es estimates that 
approximately 
80 U. S. religious bodies now or­ 
dain 
or license women 
for the 
ministry. 
But most of these are 
comparatively 
small 
and little- 
known sects. 
Among the larger bodies which 
have long permitted women to 
serve as preachers are the North­ 
ern Baptists, 
Congregationalists, 
Disciples of Christ, Church of God, 
Unitarians, Universalists, 
Salva­ 
tion Army and the Volunteers of 
America. 
Quakers do not ordain 
ministers, but they “recognize” 
members of either sex, 
without 
discrimination, as pastoral lead­ 
ers of Friends’ meetings. 
The 1950 federal census showed 
6,777 women ministers in the Unit­ 
ed States, or 4,1 per cent of the 
total number of clergymen. 
This 
was an all-time high for women 
ministers, more than double 
the 
figure for the 1940 census. 


But a survey conducted by the 
Yearbook of American Churches 
in 1951 indicated that only 2,896, 
or less than half, of the ordained 
women ministers actually had jobs 
as pastors of churches. 


Reasons Cited 
The National Council’s Depart* 
mrnt of United Church Women 
sponsored a study in 1953 to de­ 
termine why such a comparatively 
{small number of qualified women 
were unable to find pulpits. 
Mrs. Pearl S. Hemingway, a 
Congregationalist leader who di­ 
rected 
the study, 
reported that 
(“in spite of the shortage of men 
for ministerial positions a church 
seldom calls a woman except as 
interim or summer supply when 
no man can be found for the job. 
“Objections to women as minis­ 
ters were listed as their lack of 
vocal 
power, 
especially in the 
larger churches, and their handi­ 
cap in carrying out pastoral dut­ 
ies, 
particularly calls 
made at 
night,” she added. 
The study showed that some de­ 
nominations still accept St. Paul’s 
admonition as sufficient grounds 
for barring women ministers. But 
others, 
including 
many funda­ 
mentalist groups which stress lit­ 
eral interpretation of the Bible, 
take the view that the 
apostle’s 
advice was intended for specific 
churches of his own day, and was 
in no sense an edict binding on 
modern churches.

WASHINGTON 
The U. S. 
decision to withdraw its offer of 
aid for Egypt’s Aswan Dam was 
a calculated risk designed to de­ 
flate Egyptian President Carnal 
Abdel Nasser and put Russia on 
the spot, informed sources said to­ 
day. 
The surprise action, announced 
Thursday night, deprives Nasser of 
continuing his game of playing the 
United States against the Soviet 
Union in an attempt to get the 
best deal possible for the dam. 
Now, officials said, the Egyptian 
strongman must go to Russia and 
ask for help instead of bargaining 
for it as he could while the Amer­ 
ican offer stood. 
Russia may find herself on the 
spot because there is a question 
whether she can afford to pour the 
resources into the $1.3 billion wa­ 
ter resources project needed to 
see it through to completion.

States 
announce­ 
ment that it was withdrawing its 
seven-month-old offer to help build 
the Nile River dam came after a 
70-minute meeting between Secre­ 
tary of State John Foster Dulles 
and Egyptian Ambassador Ahmed 
Hussein.

NEW YORK - (NEA) - "In 
this corner, wearing a light blue 
■shirt—.” 
They 
don’t introduce 
TV stars that way. but they could. 
Television has become a battle be­ 
tween networks for ratings, with 
stars slotted in time spots where 
they are out to get their opposi­ 
tion. 
And the public suffers. 
Good 
shows are scheduled at the same 
time. Some nights are left with 
few cheap filmed shows and 
i some second-rate panel programs 
on all channels. You’re faced with 
the problem of which of two good 
programs to watch, or what to do 
on the off nights? 
Next fall will be more so. The 
three major networks have called 
up the reserves in an effort to 
knock each other down. Some of 
the big bouts on the card are 
these:

• 
• 
1. Ed Sullivan (CBS) vs. Steve 
Allen (NBC). 
This one has al­ 
ready gone a few rounds, but sum­ 
mer really doesn’t count in TV 
ratings. The fall will tell. 
2. 
Phil Silvers (CBS) vs. Ray 
Bolger, Dinah Shore, Bob Hope, 
et a1 (NBO. Silvers KO-ed Milton 
Berle in his last go, so NBO is 
bringing in a new show, with al­ 
ternating stars. 
3. 
Jackie Gleason 
(CBS) vs. 
Perry Como (NBC). Como got a 
split decision this past season, so 
CBS has persuaded Gleason 
to 
abandon his on-film format and 
half-hour size and go back to the 
full-hour, live show of two years 
ago. 
4. Sid Caesar (NBC) vs. Law­ 
rence Welk (ABC),#Gale Storm 
and Jeannie Carson (CBS). Welk, 
on ABC, had the field £retty much 
to himself last year—the other 
networks had figured Saturday 
night around nine was pretty poor 
TV time so they’d just send out 
some patsies. This year, they’re 
out to get Welk and his Cham­ 
pagne Music. NBC has shifted Sid 
Caesar into the time spot, CBS 
has built two new filmed shows 
around two talented girls, 
Gale 
Storm and Jeannie Carson. The 
smart money is on Caesar. 
There 
are some 
minor fights 
slated, too. Arthur Godfrey is in 
i for a tough year. 
His Talent 
I Scouts show on Monday nights, j 
has been slipping. NBC is out to 
help the slide with a new live 
comic show starring Buddy Hack­ 
ett as a cigar-store clerk named 
“Stanley.” 
This 
could 
be the 
Phil Silvers show of the new sea­ 
son. And Godfrey’s off-again, on- 
again Wednesday night program 
faces 
a new Wally Cox show, 
“The Adventures of Hiram Holli­ 
day,” that could give him trou­ 
ble. 
An interesting battle may shape 
up for Walter Winchell, who next 
year will 
try to copy his old 
enemy, 
Sullivan. 
Winchell will 
front 
a Friday 
night half-hour 
variety show on NBC. 
CBS has { 
set a new Western program, "The 
Zane Grey Theater,” in against j 
Winchell. But, should the column- I 
ist p r o v e a good r a t i n g-get- 
ter, probably CBS would quickly 
move in something stronger. 
The big money shows are back 
for more in the fall. 
The first, 
CBS’ “The $64,000 Question,” is 
up against the second half 
of 
NBC’s new hour-long live dramat 
ic show, “The Kaiser Aluminum 
Hour.” 
“The $64,000 Challenge” 
will have a breather again, with 
NBC still slotting Loretta Young 
in opposition. 
But NBC's 
"Big 
Surprise” could have a stiff fight 
from 
CBS’ “Buccaneer,” which 
replaces “Beat the Clock,” badly 
beaten last year. And CBS mov­ 
ed in a new high finance show, 
“High Finance,” opposite NBC’s 
longtime hit, “Your Hit Parade.” 
• • • 
Many of the stars claim they 
don’t give a decimal point about 
ratings. They profess to feel that 
as long as the sponsor is happy, 
they don’t care what the figures 
show. 
That was Gleason’s story 
all last year. But nobody likes to 
come in second and that’s espe 
dally true of people in the enter 
tainment field who have to be 
slightly egocentric to start with 
or else they would be in some 
other trade. 
But the probability is they are 
not happy about the rating war 
They’d be better off against weak 
opposition, rather than being sent 
out specifically to try and beat 
somebody strong. 
And therefore 
they all privately pooh-pooh the 
importance of ratings, generally 
pointing to Red Buttons, who was 
sacked by both his sponsor and 
his network even though he al­ 
ways scored well on the ratings. 
Steve Allen, dispatched by NBC 
to try and cut down Ed Sullivan’s 
big Sunday night lead, did just 
that his second try. But he had 
help from Elvis Presley as a guest 
star — the same Elvis 
Presley 
whose presence on Milton Berle’s 
last show enabled Uncle Miltie to 
out-rate Phil Silvers for the first 
time in months. 
“Ed Sullivan is a good friend 
of mine,” Allen says. “I’m not out 
to hurt him. I want to have a 
good rating, sure, but I certainly 
wouldn’t be down-hearted if Ed 
had a point or two higher.” 
* • • 
“Anyone of us might relax,” 
Sullivan 
says, 
“if there wasn’t 
a competitive show in the oppo­ 
site time slot. You can’t get apa­ 


thetic when, Sunday after Sunday, 
you know that you must battle to 
knock off a rival TV attraction. 
So I’m all tor it.” 
Phil Silvers is happy his show 
was a success, but truly feels sor­ 
ry it had to be done at the ex­ 
pense of his old friend, Berle. He 
especially resents any implication 
that their on-screen rivalry 
af­ 
fected their off-screen palship. "I 
appreciate all my awards,” Sil­ 
vers says, "but I think it was 
Berle who made the medium grow 
as quickly as it did so it could ab­ 
sorb all the rest of us who fol­ 
lowed him. I am thankful our 


friendship for each other hasn’t 
been affected by our TV rivalry 
- it hasn’t.” 
The point of view of ad agencies 
is expressed by William B. 
president of Kenyon St EcWiardt, 
the agency that handles Sullivan s 
sponsor. 
I “It is helpful to realise 
that 
competition is the lifeblood 
of 
television,” Lewis says, “just as 
it is in the case of all businesses 
that depend on the public’s favor. 
In the end, it makes tor better 
programs and better television- 
including more acceptable, and 
therefore more effective, commer­ 
cials.” 
So it’s 
competition, 
this 
TV 
rivalry. But it’s pretty expensive, 


it disrupts intelligent TV | 
(gramming and it is unnecessary. 
There 
are 
law 
enough 
good 
shows; they could be slotted when 
they wouldn’t oppose each other. 
Chances are they’d sell more 
merchandise, too.
